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65. The method of claim 52, whecein said product nucleic acid molecule and said 
vector are combined in the presence of arleast one recombination protein. 



66. The method of claim 65, wherein said recombination protein is Cre. 



67. The method of claim 65, wherein said recombination protein is selected from 
the group consisting of Int, Xis and IHF. —
